Governor Makes 
Plea For Relief 


(International News Service) 
About 900,000 men and women, approximately one-fourth of 
Pennsylvania’s working population, are jobless. There are 125,000 
school children who must be given food and other relief outside 
their homes. On the basis of two dependants for each unemployed 
person, 2,500,000 persons will require relief this winter. 
Under the provisions of the constitution, the money of the 
state cannot be used for direct relief. 
Chief proposals placed before the legislature included: 
Creation of a State Unemployment Relief commission, com­ 
prised of five persons serving without salary, to raise a relief fund 
of $35,000,000. 
Subscriptions would be received by the state commission on un­ 
employment relief. Money so subscribed would be repaid by the 
state, with interest at four per cent, out of the proceeds of pros­ 
perity bonds. 
The bonds would be authorized by a constitutional amendment 
to be passed at the extra session and again at the next regular 
session of the legislature, and ffamily approved by 0 « people in the 
fall election of 1933. 
A second constitutional amendment would permit future emer­ 
gency loans nor exceeding $20,000,000. when approved by only one 
legislature and by the vote of the people. 
A proposed cigarette tax would levy a one-cent excise on each 
ten cigarettes. 
. 
A billboard tax would be imposed at the rate of three cents per 
square foot plus an annual license fee. 
An emergency gasoline tax of two cents per gallon in addition 
to the three-cent tax now obtaining, would be imposed 
The addi­ 
tional levy would be collected for two years, the proceeds to be de­ 
voted wholly to construction, repair and maintenance of highways. 
Work-relief would be given by the Highway department as a part 
of this plan. 
Tax sales of real estate would be postponed from year to year until 
the present depression has passed 
Authorization for commissioners representing Pennsylvania to 
join with other soft coal states in rehabilitation of the bituminous 
coal industry would be sought. 
Substantial appropriations would be taken from the general fund 
and turned over to the governor and the various departments of 
the state to enable the undertaking of extensive work-relief.

has passed. 
Amid a crackling of applause the 
governor was escorted into the house 
chamber shortly before noon and 
immediately began his address. The 
governor began speaking at 11.50 a. 
M , two minutes ahead of the sched­ 
uled time. 
Members of the two houses lis­ 
tened with unwonted attention as 
the governor read his speech. He 
was roundly applauded as he con­ 
cluded his address at 12:27 p. m. He 
strode from the chamber immediate­ 
ly upon completion of the message.

The poat office department is showing its new line of fall goods 
and they have met with instant demand. The autumn creations are ex­ 
ceptionally popular. One especially—the new Yorktown memorial stamp 
—has taken the country by storm. 
Although the Yorktown stamp has brought many dollars into the 
post office department’s coffers it was not issued for jnoney-making pur­ 
poses. It so happens that in this case sentiment did not interfere with 
utility. 
In its striking color and novelty of design and with its heads of 
the heroic trio of Yorktown—Washington, DeGrasse and Rochambeau— 
this special stamp is in great demand among both philatelist« and the 
general public. It will be the start of many new stamp collections, 
There have been a dozen or mors special issues of stamps in the 
United States in recent years but in none of them was the government 
«Ctuatcd by mercenary motives. 
They were commemorative stamps, 
sven though some of the events hardly merited such recognition. 
It is done differently in some foreign countries. Special issues of 
itamps for purely commercial purposes are common in certain countries 
vhere budgets are habitually in the red. One royal personage will auto- 
rraph a stamp bearing his likeness for an honorarium of $100. To the 
ion-collector this may seem beneath the dignity of governments and 
ulers but to philatelist« it is the spice of their existence and those re- 
ponsible are public benefactors.

Undoubtedly the case for the use­ 
fulness of drugs is strengthened by 
cathartics. They work. It is easy to 
prove or disprove that they have an 
effect on the body—that they 
do 
what it is said they1 will do. 
It would probably stagger a statis­ 
tician if the actual amount of these 
drugs that are consun|kl in a year 
were 
accurately 
determined. 
It 
would have to be measured in tons 
instead of pounds. 
They are the 
most popular, or at least the most 
used of all drugs. 
And there are plenty of them. I 
find in a conservative book on the 
action of drugs, 138 mentioned by 


form. You can even snuff them up 
your nose. 


80 it will be difficult to describe all 
of them in a short article. We will 
take three classes. 
For chronic use. probably for most 
people, the best are those 
which 
have no violent action, but act sim­ 
ply by adding bulk to the food mass. 
This group includes mineral oil, pet­ 
rolatum (the same thing which is 
sold under another name) agar, pet- 
rologar (a combination of petrola­ 
tum and agar). 
Finally there is 
bran. Bran, when thoroughly cook­ 
ed. is good, but for many people is 
entirely too irritating. 
Otherwise, 
none of these substances does any 
harm, and if they give satisfactory 
results should be the first choice 
The second sort of cathartic 
is 
that needed for a single evaculation. 
Which is chcsen depends or1 circum­ 
stances, 
Salts, 
whether 
ta k e n 
straight or in effervescent form, act 
thoroughly in about two hours. Thus 
they are designed to be used before 
breakfast and be effective before 
noon. 
They clear out mucous in 
the stomach and the results of liver 
stasis, as well as the sluggish intes­ 
tine. 
Aloes and cascara, usually 
put up in pill form, act in

eight hdurs, so should be taken at

So a cathartic in candy form 
is useful. 
The 
drug 
phenolph- 
tholein adapts itself to this sort of 
combination very readily. 
It is also 
very effective. 
It ., found in many 
proprietary’ remedies in candy form 
It is even incorporated into a brand 
of cathartic chewing gum. 
Lastly, one should mention 
the 
grand old standby, castor oil—the 
patriarch of all cathartics. 
In the 
oldest of all medical books written 
on the banks of the Nile 
when 
Moses was a boy and Homer had 
never struck his blooming lyre, is a 
prescription for castor oil in beer. 
It did its work on Pharoah and there 
is no reason to suppose it won’t be 
good for you, too.

Just as the slackwatering of the 
Beaver, Mahoning and 
Shenango 
rivers is expected to improve em­ 
ployment conditions hi the tri-rivers 
district, so did the start of the old 
Beaver River canal In 1831, inaugu­ 
rate a boom period in this district 
#a century ago. 
A study of the history 
of 
the 
Beaver Valley reveals the fact that 
the state legislature in March 
of 
1831, approved the expenditure of 
$100,000 for the construction of a 
canal from Rochester to New Castle. 
The bill met with strong opposition, 
but through the untiring efforts of 
General Samuel Power and John R. 
Shannon, representatives from the 
district in the Assembly and State 
Senator Moses Sullivan of Butler, a 
favorable vote was accorded the 
measure. 
One month after the passage of 
the act. sealed proposals were asked 
for and the time limit for such set 
for July 20, 1831. 
The work was 
finally divided among 73 different 
firms and individuals. 
The first shovelful of earth for 
the canal bed was turned on July 26, 
1831, and a great celebration was ar­ 
ranged for the occasion. 
Revolu­ 
tionary soldiers turned the first sod, 
breaking ground with plows pulled 
by oxen. Cannons boomed in salute. 
The watercourse cost considerably 
more than the $100,000 originally ap­ 
propriated, in fact when completed, 
almost a half-million dollars had 
been spent on the project. 
Misiness men traveled up and 
down the river, as the roar of the 
locomotive had not yet been heard 
echoing through the hills 
of 
the 
Beaver Valley. 
Farms used it for 
transporting their products to mar­ 
ket. ^ Families enjoyed outings on 
the crude little boats. 
The canal served the district well 
until after the railroad came into 
the district, when more rapid means 
of communication made its existence 
unprofitable. 
The New Castie terminal of the 
canal was located at the 
foot of 
Mercer street, where several of the 
old warehouses still stand.

Aliens Depart 


Noii-Citizeii Residents Of State 
Retimimg To Tbeir Na­ 
tive Lands 


(Special To Th# sr«w«) 
WASHINGTON. D. C.. Nov. 10.— 
Dspite a decided check in the out­ 
flow of aliens from Pennsylvania 
during September as compared with 
August that state continued to be 
more affected, Insofar as alien pop­ 
ulation is concerned, than the coun­ 
try as a whole. 
According to figures made avaU- 
ablc today by the labor department, 
230 alien immigrants entered the 
United 
States during Scj^m ber 
with the expressed intention of 
establishing permanent residence in 
Pennsylvania. This was contrasted 
with the 402 former alien residents 
of the state who left for a foreign 
country during the month. 
During August, however, 513 aliens 
were reported as emigrating frmn 
the state while only 185 entered the 
country with Intention of establish­ 
ing residence there. 
In the country as a whole, the 
emigration movement in excess of 
the Immigration ^ m e d to be check­ 
ed slightly during the month, Imt 
tho.se going out continued to out­ 
number those coming in. 
During 
August, immigrante for the country 
as a whole totaled only 4,090 while 
emigrants numbered 9,541, During 
Ser^ember, however. Immigrant in­ 
creased to 5,017 while emigrants de­ 
creased to 8,733. 
During the first quarter of the 
current flacal year, July to Septem­ 
ber. Inclusive, aliens leaving Penn­ 
sylvania numbered 606 as against 
the 533 who came from another 
country with the intention of estab­ 
lishing residence there.

numbered Immigrants 25,702 to 12,-
